laled to dis urb their ngbts of property, or to 
put in jeopardy their peace and internal tran- 1 
quill, ty .are in direct opposition to th- spirit in ' 
which the Union wae termed, and mat; en- 
danger ite saiety. Motive* of philanthropy 
may be amiped for this unmarrmUbU inter- 
ference and each men may rereaade them- i 
reive* that they are laboring in tbe cense of 
humanity and aamrung (be rights of the ha ! 
man race; bat every one, upon sober refleo- ! 
Use, will see that nothing bat mischief can 
com* from their improper ins alts npon tbe 
feeling* and rig hi* of others. Rest assured i 
that tbe men tonnd busy m this work of dis- 
cord are not worthy of your confidence, and 
deserve your strongest reprobation. 

Bere we have an eloquent and patriotic 
exposition of the sources of danger which 
must always threaten the Uaion, and the 
noire of Jaeksoc, from tbe grave, warns tbe 
KepgMican party against the initiation of 
mease res calculated to disturb-the rights of 
proprny or to interfere with tbe internal con- 
cerns and institution* of the Slates We can 
am nothing in his letter to the New York ! 
indy which should bring to the conservatives 
•f the country any feeling but that of ex- 
teeme gratification to have their cardinal 
prlnctpim indorsed by so distinguished an 
authority. They contend that (he perpe- 
tuity of our government depeads upon the 
prroervatioB of our confederate system, while

The Press goes on to name divers highly 
respectable military functionaries, who, it 
rays, are as determined at itself 'Miat rebel% 
sympathizers, and men of donblful position’’ 
j shall not remain upon Kentucky soil. 

! Tbe Legislature of Kentucky, at tbe late 
secsion, enacted stringent laws in relation to 
disloyal peraoi.f, and Gtnera'. Grant has or- 
j certd the commander of this District to com- 
mit tbe puni-bmeut of sedi ions acts and 
j words exclusively to the civil authorities in 
pursuance of such laws. We deslra to see 
General Grant's order observed and tbe laws 
: of the State executed. Bat the Press sppar- 
ently desires to see neither of these results. 
It seems to desire the exclusive and sweeping 
exercise of military anthority in tbe case. It 
incites the military authorities in the District 
to disregard at once tbe order of General 
Grant and tbe laws of the State. 

As tbe radical organ aims to make its 
readers understand that the removal of soy 
I “rebels, sympathisers, men of doubtful porl- 
I tion,” Ae., from the soil of Kentucky is to be 
\ an exclusively military proceeding, we 
wish it to inform ns who is or are to be the 
i ai biter or arbiters, the commissioner or com- 
missioners. th* judge or the judges, to decide 
whether any particular persons are or are not 
“rebels, sympathizers, or men of doubtful po- 
sition.” We shouldn’t be at all surprised to 
bear that the or£an itself expects to have the 
•ole anthority in our community to decide 
upon everybody’s status, simply pointiug out : 
to the military the men and womex that they 
most prick from the soil of Kentucky with 
their bayonsts. Let ns especially bear in 
mind that men of “doubtful position,” men 
not positively knows to be loyal, are to be 
pricked off. It isn t to be required that peo- 
ple shall be proved guilty before they are 
pricked into exile; they mutt proet tkemtelou \ 
innocent! If any, whether male or female, 
bave abstained, so far as tbe world or any body 
in it knows, from all acts and from all words 
in regard to the rebellion, living quietly on, 
attending meexly to their oqp. affairs, and 
scrupulously obeying the laws, of course it ' 
isn’t known whether they are loyal in s>nl or 
not; they are persons of “doubtful position;” 
and, as such, they must either prove their . 
loyalty, must make the community know 
that they are loyal, or be banished 
from tbe land. And here the question 

arises as to bow or by what means they 
can make the people or the authorities know 
that they are loyal. To be sure, they can re- 
new their oath of allegiance, bat fall nine- 
tentbc of those! who are disloyal at heart, , 
would take tbe oath of allegiance rather than , 
be banish'd Hence, if persons are of “doubt- 
ful position” before taking tbe oath, they are 
of * doubtful position” afterward*. The organ 
itself has dwelt strongly and with much just- 
ice npon the unreliability of oaths of allegi- 
ance. Oaths cannot pnrge e man of treason, 
bat may add perjury to treason. 

It occurs to cs, that, if the rale laid down 
by tbe organ is to be adopted, and if people’s 
positions are to be understood as the organ 
understands them and insists on everybody’s 
und< retarding them, a pretty extensive exo- 
dos from onr State is to be looked for. The 
organ habitually denounces as rebels, or rebel 
sjmpeih ters, or persons of “doubtful posi- 
tion” at best, all who disapprove 
the radical measures of the adminis- 
tration, such st tbe negro soldier policy, 
tbe emancipation proclamation, the confis- 
cation business, arbitrary arrests, Ax, Ax, 
end of course, according to the organ, \ 
all those must go oat of the Slate. The Gov- j 
emcr, the Lieat.-Goveruor, and the other 
State officers disapprove the Adminis- 
tration's radical measures— they mast go oat.

He understands 
well tbat Richmond can be best defended at 
some point outside ot its own limits, and 
probably be cannot, now that Grant is south 
cf tbe James, select a stronger point tbau 
Peiertbuig No doubt he is prepared to mike 
a dctei mined resistance there, and we confer, 
that, great as is our confidence in Grant and 
bis army, we have our fears and misgivings 
as to the result of a direct attempt to storm 
the main rebel works, garrisoned by a veteran 
army ot 100,000 men, fighting, as they deem, 
for tbeir own and tbeir Confederacy's ex sc- 
ene®. The rebels bare failed in all of their 
aseiuits upon our strong fortification 3, and 
we have generally failed in our assaul:* upon 
theirs. 

We cannot at this distance see why Gia. 
Grant may not force Gen. Lee, by catting off 
bis supplies, either to act upon the aggressive 
or to evacuate or surrender the Capital. La j’s 
army cannot be cupplied from the coun ry 
north of Richmond, for that whole regiou bos 
been ea'en as bare as a sheep-pasture. W hat- 
ever supplies he gets must come, as they h ive 
been coming, by the Jamas river and the rail- 
roads connecting Richmond with the Srato. 
But our troops are so intrenched upou the 
southern back of tbe James that no reb^l ves- 
sels can paes them; Petersburg is upon one of 
tbe great southern railroads which we caV 
destroy or blockade without storming any 
fortifications; and surely nothing can prevent 
onr breaking np utterly, if we please, the 
great Danville Railroad; and then the A. -my 
ot Virginia and the people of Richmond, if they 
remain where they are, will not long h ive the 
means of subsistence unlesj there is a vast 
accumulation of jlocked-up food in tbe rebel 
Capital, where famine has been stalking for 
montbs like a flesblrss skeleton. 

We believe tbat Grant can compel Lie to 
make the attack. Let him do that, aud we 
Eball bave no fear for tbe result.

Charley has been ston8 blind for 
nearly a score of years. He lost his eyesight 
by the premature explosion of a blast of pow- 
der in a stone quarry.

A Novel Cask — A Nephrw Eloprs with 
his Aunt— Arrkst of ths Partins. — A 
g. range and peculiar case was brought to light 
by the Provost Marshal yesterday. A young 
Mr. O., a resident of Madison county, Ky., 
baa been sojourning with his ancle, residing 
near Richmond, for some weeks past. The 
uncle’s household was presided over by a 
young and rather handsome wife. The hope- 
ful nephew was at first sight smitten with the 
charms of his annt. He worshipped at the 
shrine of her beanty, and made her his divin- 
ity. He declared his passion. He loved, and 
was loved in return. The uncle surmised that 
all was not right, and looked npon his wife 
and nephew with jealous eyes. It wm long 
before he ceuld convince himself that the 
partner of his bosom and tbe mother of his 
three children wm false to his love and his 
honor. The facts were too plain. The 
truth became more apparent each day. 
The stoira was gathering, and soon 
mnst burst in all its fury. The 
guilty pair grew fearfol, and decide to flee 
to Borne far, unknown land, where they coaid 
erjoy their mutual love in peace and sweet ' 
retirement from the busy world, and the ; 
tongue of scandal. Ths faithless wife made 
every preparation for the journey. On Mon- 
day morning the two-horae carriage was call- 
ed to the door, and she informed her hmband 
that she was going to drive to Richmond, to 
make a few necessary purchases. Tbe 
nephew took a seat by her side, and soon they 
were whirled into the county-town. They 
visited several of the stores, and the wife, on 
tbe credit of her husband, made purchases to 
tbe amount of $400. Re-entering the carriage, 
they took the road for Louisville, and, arriv- 
ing in the city at a late hoar in the evening, 
they registered themselves as man and wife at 
the St. Cloud Hotel. Their object was to 
dispose of tbe horse and carriage in 
the morning, and take the train for 
the North, going firet to Illinois. The mili- 
tary detectives obtained an inkling of the 
transaction, and, before the sale could be ef- 
fected, tbe nephew was placed under arrest, 
and reported to the office of the Provost Mar- 
shal. Capt. Dunn closely inquired into the 
cose, when young O. made a fall confession 
in regard to the whole affair. The horses and 
carriage have been seized by the Provost 
Marshal, &Ed will be held until the uncle and 
outraged husband can be informed of the 
facts. The hopeful nephew and gay seducer 
is now confined in prison, and he will be re- 
tained until it can be ascertained what action 
his uncle will take in the case. The silly 
wife is still at the St. Clond Hotel. Now, 
when it is too late, she sincerely repents her 
folly.

Johnson was arrested, charged with being 
an accomplice of the precious villain O , 
whose ne me we suppress to save wounding 
an uncle’s feelings, wbo has already been so 
deeply outraged by the graceless nephew. 
Johnson was aiding in the efforts to dispose 
of the horses. Several policemen were offered 
bribes, which led to tbe arrest of the parties. 

Tea Rzbnl Colohnl Jonhs and His Movn- 
mbkts. — A correspondent, dating his letter at 
Elizabethtown, June 20, writes us some in- 
teresting facts in relation to the rebel force 
ctcently in that vicinity. He learns that CoL 
Jones was in command, and the force did not 
number more than one hundred aud fifty 
men. They arrived at Stophenaburg on San- 
day morning, and baited in tbe town four 
boors. They then moved off in the direction 
of Litchfield. They were regularly uni- 
formed, and claimed to belong to Morgan’s 
command. They stated that they were in 
tbe fight at Cynthiana, where they were sepa- 
rated from tbe main body. Aside from steal- 
ing a few horses, they did no damage to the 
country. They were m quiet and orderly a 
ret of men as ever wore rebel uniform or in- 
vaded Kentucky soil. The opiuion is ex- 
pressed that they had not perhaps been 
under command of Morgan long enongh to 
become corrupted by his generalship. Tney 
had bnt indifferently learned the art of steal- 
ing horses — tbe great, first branch and chief 
boast of the Morgan school of tactics. Some- 
thing surely must be wrong. Col. Jones . 
must have accompanied Morgan in the last 
raid without receiving the benefit of a re- 
hearsal. If he evir studied the programme 
toiaished by Morgan, he certainly must have 
done it in a careless, hurried manner, or he 
would not so easily forget the very first prin- 
ciples laid down by bis chief. We will gladly 
excuse tbe Colonel's bad lesson aad bad mem- 
ory, bat fear that John, tbe great chief of 
Kentucky raids, will not show such geaer- 
ibity. / 

Jones is trjirg to escape frem the State. 
He thinks that Kentucky is Dot tbe healthiest 
place in the world; he does not desire to 
make a lengthy sojourn among his people. 
He is receiving many recruits; they report to 
him daily, and add strength to his ranks 
Tbe recruits' are easily recognized, as they are 
without arms or uniforms. Jones appears to 
be actiDg in concert with Jesse, and, by aid- 
ing each other, they may possibly make good 
their escape.

That if any soldier, or body of sol- 
diets, or arm«d band, belonging to, engaged 
for, acting in tbe interest of, or protesting to 
act in tbe interest of the so called Confeierate 
Stales of America, or so-called Provisional 
Government of Kentucky, or any armed 
band, not acting under the authority of the 
United States or State of Kentucky, or any 
guerilla, or guerillas, shall itj are or destroy, 
or lake, or carry away any property of 
any p'tson, county, city, corporate body, 
association, or congrejra'ioa of this State; or 
shall arrest, kidnap, imprison, injure, mal- 
treat, wound, or kill any person, the person 
so arrested, kidnapped, imprisoned, or wound- 
ed, it living, eball be entitled to recover such 
damages as a jury may find; and if dead, his 
wife, if he should have one, If no wife, his 
personal representative or heir at law, shall be 
entitled to recover damages to the same ex- 
tent that the person himself might, for 
any of said injuries if death had not en- 
sued; and for me property injured, destroyed, 
taken, or carried away, m aforesaid, the per 
son, city, coroorate body, association, or con- 
gregation, so iDjurnd, shall be entitled to re- 
cover double tbe value thereof in damages;

Gurrilla Opnrations— Raids— Alarms— 
Excitxmrnt. — T he banks of the Ohio river 
ore lined with guerilla bands. Their outrages 
are numeroas, and a reign of perfect terror 
exists aloDg the border. Steamboats are daily 
fired into, and they studiously avoid landing 
at any points on tbe Kentucky shore not gar- 
risoned by Federal troops. Ou Monday morn- 
ing a band of forty-two guerillas made a 
raid into Cloverport. The stores were pil- 
laged, and much property wantonly destroyed. 
The citizens were forced to prepare breakfast 
for them. As soon as tbeir meal was de- 
f patched they secured their booty, mounted 
tbeir horses, and rode from the town, taking 
the road leading te Hardinsburg. On Situr- 
day last a squad of tbe plundering thieves 
paid a visit to Henderson. Ths following 
letter, clipped from the Evansville Times, 
gives foil details of their diabolical opera- 
lions: 

Hrndbbson, Jane 19, 1864. 

Messrs. Editors: Permit us to give a oor- 
rect account ot the circumstances attending 
the death of Col. James Peole, which tran- 
spired in thiB place last night. James Poole 
was recently commissioned as Colonel of the 
militia of this county, and last week issued 
his otder for the organization of the same. 
Last night about eleven o'clock, while Poole 
was standing at the counter of the Union Ho- 
tel (where he was boarding), taking a drink of 
water, three guerillas came in at the 
door and advanced up to him. One got 
en one side of him, one ou the otuer 
side, and the third behind him. The 
one on bis left side asked, "Are you Mr. 
Poole — Captain Jim Poole ? ’ He answered, 

* I am.” The guerilla replied, “Then you are 
my prisoner.” Poole repliel, "I reckon not," 
and commenced drawing his pistol. Immedi- 
ately the guerillas fired three shots. Alter an 
interval ct tour or five seconds, they began 
firing again, then retreated toward tbe door 
and through it. Pooie pursued to the door aad 
fited one shot and fell. He was shot through 
the breMt and thigh, and died ia about a min- 
ute after falling. The guerillas ran up the street 
about two squares, and then returned with fif- 
teen ortwenty others. They did no other dam- 
age at the hotel, but robbed the store of G. A. 
Mayer A Sons of several guns, also some ais- 
tols and ammunition, and captured Captain 
Sam Allen, late of the 8th Kentucky cavalry, 
and took him away with them. They a so 
captured James Sckatffer, a recruit ia tbe six- 
months Bervicn in this State; at any rate, Al- 
len and Sch.T-ffer have not been seen this 
mornieg, and the guerilla said they hal 
them. The nnmner of guerillas are variously 
estimated, but frem the most reliable accounts 
there were about twenty five in town. So 
far as this relates to Col. Poole's death, ‘the 
above was the evidence elicited before the 
Coroner’s Jury this morning. The guerillas 
were under command of one Capt. January, 
from Union county.

On Saturday night, a band numbering 
twenty-two guerilla cutthroats made a dash 
into Stephensport, and carried their devilish 
plans of plunder and destruction into execu- 
tion. — 

The citizens of Owensboro were expecting 
a raid to be made on their town yesterday- 
They received information that a gang of two 
hsndied rebels had crossed Greeu river, and 
were moving with the avowed object of at- 
tacking Owensboro. The citizens were mak- 
ing preparations to give them a warm recep- 
tion. On Sunday morning, a steamer landed 
at Haweeville a few moments for the purpose 
of taking on board twenty-five negrj recruits 
for the Federal army. A considerable 
crowd was congregated on the river bank, 
and mnch excitement existed. As the boat 
was rounding oat into the river, a noted gue- 
rilla approached to the verge of the bank, and, 
with cocked revolver in hand, began firing 
into the negroes oa board tbe steamer. The 
officer in charge of them rallied several men 
and briskly relumed the fire. A number of 
shots were exchanged. The guerilla was shot 
through the body and mortally woundsd. We 
learn that he has since died. The boat pro- 
ceeded on her way, and arrived at Owens- 
boro without further trouble. Tne ne- 
groes were disembarked and marched op 
to the Court-house, which was occupied 
by a company of Federal soldiers. Tae 
soldiers refused to admit the negroes 
inside of the yard. The officers commanded, 
but the soldiers were firm and would not 
yield. Affairs looked squally for a short 
time, but quiet was restored by conducting 
the negroes to the jail, and securely lodging 
them inside of the strong walls. Tae offi ers 
were extremely independent in regard to 
their charge. The negroes remained in the 
jail eighteen boars without food or relief. 
Tte citixene of the town became indignant, 
and, forcing the jail door, released the ne- 
groes from their loDg confinement. Tha ex- 
cittment created by the move died away, and 
wss lost in the bewildering blazs, ciuted by 
the thrilling reports of a reoel advance npon 
tbe town. The Kentucky border is indeed 
wi'd with excitement and feverish with 
alarms.

The 
receipts were fifty convalescents from various 
points, tbiee deserters from In di tnapolis, and 
twelve recruits from the Park Barracks, to be 
fum'BbeU transportation to tbe front. Tne 
transfers were seven stragglers to Lexington, 
seven to Springfield, fourteen to Cincinnati, 
and one to Madison, Wisconsin. Eight pris- 
oners were forwarded to Nashville, and one 
to Frankfort.
